.operation of a municipal-plant town 
—a dollar for the relief of lax- 
payers, and a dollar for the bene- 
fit of the public at large. 


More than a year ago 13 of us 


put up $100 apiece for a tentative 
Curb Market situ beyond the old 
auto yard on the west approach 
of U. S. 07. The 
venture 
was 


launched by Vincent Foster, with 
George W. Peck as trustee— but 
last night the sponsors' checks 
were returned to us with the nola- ' 
lion that, the private project had 
bi'i'ii abandoned. 


The city, it is understood, has 


made temporary arrangements for 
use of the same property as a 
watermelon loading yard. 
That 


will help get the visiting melon 
trucks off the downtown streets. 
And yet, Hope still needs a Curb
